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Korean Reforms 


The Republic of Korea is now in the throes of a drastic 
reconstruction of its internal polity following thé collapse 
of the authoritarian regime of ex-President Syngman Rhee, 
a difficult task in. view of the all-pervading character of 


that regime. 


The National Assembly began

laWs designed to assure fair elections in the future, special 
committees setting to work on the revision of the national 
security law, whose operation has pressed so hardly upon 
the people, the election laws and the local autonomy law. 
At the same time, a constitutional amendment bill has 
been introduced in order to change the prevailing presi- 


dential system to a Premier-Cabinet system. 
Constitution adopted in 1948, 


Under the 
the National Assembly had 


no real control over the administration and the executive 
was virtually irresponsitile. It was this condition of affairs 
which gradually led up to the recent violent explosion of 
popular dissatisfaction, and secured what was in fact a 


veritable revolution. 


There is little doubt, however, that the authoritarian 

’ Rhee regime, in its earlier stages, before it became un- 
disguisedly repressive, conferred certain advantages on 
the country and helped to consolidate resistance to Com- 


munist intrigues. 


It will now be the duty of the new 


Government, in ensuring popular liberties and allowing 
a more democratic system of administration, to see that 
leftist attempts at subversion are in no way encouraged. 
Acting President Huh Chung recently said that Commu- 
nists were infiltrating across the truce line from North 

Korea in increased numbers in an effort to take advantage 
of the upheaval which deposed Mr. Syngman Rhee, but 
he declared that the Government had taken measures 
which would “handle the situation.” 

Mr. Huh expressed the opinion that the Korean people 
were “bitterly anti-Communist” and added that if there 
were any Communists in student-led revolts against the 
Rhee regime they were merely “hitchhikers” and of no 


account. We may, however, 


anticipate that Communist | 


efforts to take advantage of the liberalization of the South 
Korean Government will not be relaxed. The Reds have

of Korea” with the idea of enticing people in the south 
to change their attitude: they are not likely to succeed 
in Winning many converts but they could make the demo- 
cratization of the country more difficult than it might

One of the great needs in South Korea is for an im- 
provement in local government. Under the Rhee regime, 
the central authorities carried interference in purely local 
affairs to great lengths and the consequence is that the 
whole system of local government has been brought to a 
low ebb. Reconstruction of local authorities and the clear 
definition of their duties and responsibilities is desirable. 

Mr. Huh Chung called last Wednesday for a new ap- 

- proach by his country and Japan to the problems which 
exist between the two nations, including the repatriation 
ef Koreans in Japan to North Korea. He withdrew some- 
what from his earlier statement that Japan must suspend 
the repatriation program before his Government could 
agree to the reopening of negotiations on the normalization 
of relations with Japan. Mr. Huh's new line seems to be 
that suspension of the repatriation plan is “not a precon- 
dition to a Korea-Japan conference but constitutes a re- 
quirement to be fulfilled in advance to lead the conference 
‘to success“ Presumably this means he is ready to talk 
but cannot guarantee success in the talks unless Japan 
stops sending Korean residents here who want to go to 
North Korea. We may perhaps scent a possibility, other 
things being equal, that the South Korean Government 
might come eventually to a general agreement with this 
country while ignoring the repatriation issue. 957 


Meanwhile we lack any assurance from the caretaker 


Government in Seoul that it 


will not continue trying to 


enforce the socalled “Peace Line” prohibiting Japanese 
fishermen from fishing inside a wide area of the Japan 
Sea off the South Korean coast. This is the sorest point 
at.issue between the two countries and public opinion will 
not. be satisfied in Japan until Seoul agrees to a radical

position. 


The possibility of the reunification of Korea on liberal, 
democratic lines appears remote. President Eisenhower 
said Wednesday he saw little hope for an early peaceful 


reunification. 


The position of the United States and its allies is that 
any treaty to that end must provide for the unification 
of Korea under United Nations supervision. That is a 
reasonable contention in view of the history of Korea 
since the end of World War II. But the Communist area 
of North Korea has become closely associated with Soviet 
Russia and Red China who both obviously look upon it 
Ag a useful “buffer state” and would not let it go easily. 
Rather there is a danger that if favorable circumstances 
presented themselves, the Reds would resume all possible

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Security in Isolation? 
Japan Cannot Open Doors Wide 


Trade liberalization remains 
at the focus of attention. Since 
last Year, newspapers have 
continu to carry something 
almost eve dey on this sub- 
ject. It is a pet subject of die 
cussion by business news 
writers. It is certainly as im- 
portant as any other current 
topic, for instance, the revision 
of the Japan-U.S. Security 
Treaty. 

Businessmen and manufac 
turers must be keenly interest- 
ed im the topic because of the 
new opportunities the liberaliza- 
tion measures will open up or 
because of the new competition 
they will induce against some 
Japanese products. 

But how will the outcome of 
trade liberalization affect the 
Japanese people at large? De- 
spite the widely acknowledged 
importance of trade liberaliza- 
tion, it is not easy to answer 
that question at this moment. 

Take, for instance, the foreign 
automobile show, which opens 
today and tomorrow in front of 
the Tokyu Rest House at Katase, 
Kanagawa Prefecture. Not that 
the automobile is an import 
item widely accessible to the 
Japanese people. The automobile, 
however, may serve to explain 
what the problems involved in 
trade liberalization are. 

New Models Displayed 

It has been announced that 
some 30 foreign automobiles 
including 11 American, 20 Brit 
ish, fiVe West German, two 
French and one Australian, 

Han and Swedish new models 

U be on display. Those cars 
must be for prospective buyers. 
Japan imported, however, only 
about 900 foreign automobiles 
last year. Import licenses were 


issued on the condition that the . 


cars would be used by hotels 
and other establishments for 
foreign tourists’ sight-seeing, 
and a small part of the total by 
the press for news gathering. 
Resale of the cars is prohibited 
over a certain period of time, 
though they can be sold at a 
considerable premium. 


Despite the talks of liberaliza- 
tion, there is no prospect that 
the auto import restrictions 
will be relaxed in the near fu- 
ture. This adherence to the re- 
strictive trade policy has been 
the target of foreign criticism 
that ranges from naive argu- 
ment based upon @ false . 
sumption that automobiles are 
one item of daily necessity, 
which they are not in Japan, to 
the more well-reasoned argu- 
ment that Japan is losing the 
support of foreign public opin- 
fon by restricting the import, 
for instance, of Cadillacs, which 
the Japanese will not buy more 
than a few hundred anyway. 

No Lifting of Ban 

Apparently, our Government 
is in no mood to listen to for- 
eign criticism. It is said that 
Japan cannot at this time take 
any steps that might crush the 
burgeoning domestic auto in- 
dustry, which is worth ¥300,000 
million to 7400,00 milion a 
year including the production 
of engines and parts, and which 
forms one of the most important 
segments of Japan’s machinery 
industry. It is further said that 
tariffs are not sufficient to pro- 
tect the auto industry. 


But now long will it be be- 
fore Japan can lift the auto 
import restrictions? Nobody 
seems to kno-v the answer. Our 
officials say that the matter is 
being studied by the automobile 
department of the Liberaliza- 
tion Preparatory Council. 


It is sometimes said that the 
import ben should be relaxed 
when domestic manufacturers 
will have become able to pro- 
duce low-priced people's cars” 
cheaper than ¥300,000. But 
that does not answer the ques- 
tion. That means only that the 
Japanese auto industry must 
be strong enough before being 

to foreign competition.

As for ex- 
port, however, it depends upon 
the situation abroad. 

The appearance of compact 
cars in Detroit like Ford’s Fal- 
con, G.M.’s Corvair and Chrys- 
leres Valiant has dashed cold 
water upon the wishful think- 
ing that the United States will 
buy more Japanese cars. The 
statement that the appearance 
of low-priced people's cars“ 
will make Japan ready for lib- 
eralization sounds almost like 
holiow pretension, because only 
mass-production can assure the 
supply of low-cost cars—«mall 
but real cars entirely different 
from a motorcycle covered with 
a roof. 

It may be unfair to take the 
automobile industry as an ex- 
ample in discussing trade liber- 
alization.

At present, 40 per cent of Japa-

As a result of the initial steps 
taken for liberalization, grape- 
fruits, mangosteens and durians 
are expected to become easily 
available in Tokyo and other 
cities. Foreign liquors will 
flow more freely. Textile firms 
are already feeling the pinch of 
free imports. But it seems that 
there is no fundamental change 
as far as the general mood of 
the people is concerned, 

Security Is Watchword 

On the surface, liberalization 
appears to be the watchword 
of the present time, But the 
Japanese as a whole are mainly 
interested in economic security. 
Our real watchword seems to be 
security. 

Since no country can afford 
to go bankrupt, it is only 
natural that Japan wants to 
play safe. But Japan is now 
confronted with the question as 
to whether security can be 
sought in isolation. 

Historically, there was once 
a long period, during which 
Japan felt “Secure in isolation. 
Modern Japan in reality is not 
isolated any longer. But in 
political apd economic thinking, 
Japan is still somewhat isolat- 
ed from the rest of the world. 
If the current interest in trade 
liberalization does bring about a 
change in Japanese thinking, it 
might induce a drastic charge 
also in Japanese cultural at- 
titude.

Shape of ROK Gov't 


How and Who Will Form It at Issue 


By 1GOR OGANESOFF 


SFOUL—At. the moment, 
to forestall further violence in 
South Korea; the discredited 
Liberals and the opposition 
Democrats are working in some- 
thing like bipartisan fashion to 
restore legislative functions. 


The highest order of business 
is a constitutional amendment 
which was drafted May 10. It 
will be debated in public hear- 
ings for a month before being’ 
voted on. New elections are 
scheduled fof this summer. 


But some Koreans insist that 
the present Assembly, elect- 
ed under Rhee's Administration, 
is not qualified to amend the 
Constitution and new elections 
should be held first. Although 
the major parties have buried 
their differences for the 
moment to curry public favor, 
some Western observers here 
forecast a bitter fight to. get 
any amendment past the needed 
two-thirds majority vote. 

A great debate has now been 
launched in Korea over just 
what kind of government struc- 
ture should be created. The 
opposition Democrats favor 
a presidency which is largely 
ceremonial and virtually power- 
less, with a Prime Minister and 
Cabinet elected by the Assem- 
bly to do the actual governing. 

The Liberal Party prefers a 
somewhat stronger chief execu- 
tive though it agrees with the 
idea of a parliamentary Cabinet. 

Other prickly questions 
are whether the President 
should be elected by popular 
vote or by the Assembly and 
whether he should control. the 
Army and make certain other 
non-Cabinet appointments. 


Intellectuals Split 


Even Korea's intellectuals 
who led the overthrow of Pres- 
ident Rhee are split several 
ways on these issues. “We 
must first limit the President's 
power to stop tyranny and 
later hold elections,” blurts out 
Yeah Young Yeel, an excited 
political science student at 
Seoul National University. But 
unruffied Prof. Yu Hong Yul, 
stout head of the university's 
general education department, 
believes a new presidential elec- 
tion should be held now and 
the. constitutional amendment 
postponed for a while. 

One earnest circle of students 
here chatting on the campus 
lawn unanimously agrees that 
an amendment comes first and 
that the current National 
Assembly, fearful of more 
trouble, can be trusted to ca 
it out. But earlier last wee 
some 12,000 students in the port 
city of Pusan demonstrated for 
immediate Assembly dissolution, 
prior to constitutional emend- 
ment. 

About a dosen new parties 
have sprung up to take advan- 
tage of the fresh political atmos- 
phere and the obvious 
confusion in public opinion. 
One of these is the Young 
Guardians of the Republic 
Party launched by Koh ung 
Hoon, 40, chief editorial writer 
for the respected Chosun Ibo, a 
daily newspaper. Koh opposes 
any constitutional amendment 
at all, favors a semi-planned 
economy but emphasizes he is 
completely anti-Communist. 

The left of center ve 
Party, virtually stamped out by 
President Rhee, is being revived 
by Yun Kil Jung, who was 
jailed briefly by Rhee for sup- 
posed Communist affiliations but 
who now also campaigns under 
an anti-Communist banner. Cho 
Bong Am, who led the party in 
the 1956 presidential eiec- 
tion, polled two million yotes 
and defeated Rhee in Seoul and 
Pusan. He was tried and 
hanged last year on what many 
Koreans consider

Likely Candidates 

What new government leaders 
may emerge from the present 
political chaos is hard to pre- 
dict. Acting President Huh 
Chung, generally regarded 
as an honest and capable admin- 
istrator, could easily rise from 
his caretaker status if his gov- 
ernment performs well in the 
next month or two. 

Leader of the opposition 
Democrats, John Chang, former 
Vice President who was licked 
by Rhee's strong-arm politi- 
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cal machine in the March 15 
election, is in the running 
though de seems to have lost 

much popularity. His vic 

tor, Lee Ki Poong, Rhee’s right 

hand man, died in a family ‘ 
suicide pact. 

Chang, whose term wasn't to 
expire until August, is criticized 
for excessive timidity; he might 
be President today if he had 
not resigned at the height of 
the crisis. But some political 
experts feel that President Rhee 
might have heli on to the 
bitter end rather than see his 
old political enemy ascend to 
the post. 

Another possible candidate 
for heading a newly elected 
Government is Kwak Sang 
Hoon, small, hot-tempered 
Speaker of the Assembly, a 
Democratic member of the A 
sembly for 12 years. He con- 
fesses to some worry that the 
rise of new parties and faction- 
alism among the Democrats and 
Liberals may prolong the 
political instability, though a 
well constructed constitutiona! . 
amendment, he says, could min- 
Imize this problem. 


Mach Maneuvering 


The opposition Democrats 
have long been split between 
the new“ faction headed by 
former Vice President John 
Chang and the “old faction” 
run by Chough Pyong Ok, 1960 
Presidential candidate who died 
in the United States just prior 
to the March 153 election. 
Though the two sides have 
momentarily patched up their 
differences to cope with the 
crisis, Chang's faction may well 
break off from the party in 
coming months: There is also 
danger that the Liberal Party, 
now leaderless, may disintegrate 
into small groups. Personal 
rivairies, not basic political dif- 


ferences, are at the heart of 
these conflicts. 
There is a deal of 


maneuvering behind the scenes 
for political advantage. Talk to 
youthful Lee Chai Hyung, an 
independent who is chairman of 
a 20-man committee appointed 
to study the over-all problems 
of the crisis. He maintains that 
Chang Wing of the Democrats 
is corralling students to demon- 
strate for an immediate presi- 
dential election to precede any 
constitutional change. This 
course, he says, is aimed at “ 
putting the former Vice Presi- 
dent into office before public 
Wrath against Rhee’s Liberals 
abates. “But everyone is work- 
ing very carefully and quietiy 
to avoid blame for any further 
troubles,” he says in the West- 
ern style sun room of his newly 
bullt Seoul residence. 
Out of the upheaval, the 
South Korean Army under Lt. 
Gen. Song Yo Chan, who 
ordered his troops not to fire 
on student rioters, remains the 
atest uncommitted political 
orce. “I have no political in- 
terests or ambition,” firmly 
declares Gen. Song and adds 
that he will take “strong and 
stern measures” against future 
demonstrations and is now pre- 
pared to follow the orders of 
the Government to the letter. 


Desires Unknown 


However, there is speculation 
here that Gen. Song, whose 
Army was not ag sew A 
happy with President Rhee's 
Administration, might have to 
step In eventually if leftist in- 
fluence grows and if a new 
government, crippled by inter- 
hal splits, can’t function pro- 

ly, as in France before Gen. 

Gaulle came info power, 


Though the students who led 
the revolt are quick to express 
their political desires, the gen- 
eral public in Korea has not 
really made its demands known. 
Talk to a group of Koreans 
from assorted stations in life at 
Pagoda Park, where President 
Rhee’s statue was knocked 
down and dragged through the 
streets. Like the students, they 
are caught up in the debate on 
presidential powers and .the 
desirability of a European style 
parliamentary system. 


But quiz them on the future 
improvements they nally 
desire in their lives and vou 
draw only blank looks—except 
for one jobless man who would 
like the government to do some- 
thing about unemployment, esti- 
mated at around one million out 
of a labor force of 11 million 
and a population of 22 million. 

Yun Bo Sun, a Democratic 
assemblyman who lives in a 
richiy decorated 100-year-old 
Korean style house, suggests an 
answer. “The political system 
had to be changed before any- 
thing else but now people will 
start making economic demands 
on the new Government,” he 
says. Other Koreans suggest 
that a weak Government unable 
to take decisive action might 
quickly lose the support of an 
increasingly vocal and de- 
manding populace.
